office whatever under any authority or pretended authority in 
hostility to thé United States; that you have not yielded a vol- 
untary support to any pretended government, authority, power, 
or constitution within the United States, hostile or inimical. 
thereto. And you further swear, or affirm, that, ‘to the best of- 
your knowledge and ability, you will support and defend the 
Constitution of the United States against all enemies, foreign 
and domestic; that you will bear true faith and allegiance to 
the same; that you take this obligation freely, without an 
mental reservation or purpose of evasion; and that you will 
well and faithfully discharge the duty of Legislator of Idaho 
Territory, during the term for which you have been elected, 
and a the office on which you are about to enter. So help 
you God.

After report, 
the bill shall again be subject to amendment before the ques- 
tion is taken. i

DECORUM AND DEBATE, 


if member in speaking, or otherwise, transgress the 
Rules of the House, fhe Gacaleer shall, or any member may call

immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain; and, if 
called to order by a member, such member shall immediately 
state the point of order. If the point of order be sustained 
by the Chair, the member shall not be allowed to proceed, but, 
if it be not sustained, then he shall be permitted to go on. 
Every such decision from the Chair shall be subject to an ap- 
peal to the House, but no discussion of a question of order 
shall be allowed, unless an appeal be taken from the decision 
of the Chair. 


XXIV. | 
When two or more. members shall rise at once, the Speaker 
shall name the member who is first to speak. 


XXV. 


Every member when he speaks, shall, standing in his place, 
address Mr. Speaker, and when he has finished, he shall sit 
down. No member shall speak more than twice during the 
consideration of any one question on the same day, and at the 
same stage of proceedings, without leave of the Hsuse; and 
members who have once spoken, shall not again be entitled to 
the floor, (except for explanation), to the exclusion of others 
who have not spoken.

XXVI. 


I£ any member be called to order for offensive words spoken 
in debate, the person so calling him to order shall report the 
words excepted to, and they shall be taken down in writing at 
the Clerk’s table; and no member shall be held to answer, or 
be subject to censure of the House, for language used in debate, 
if any member has spoken or other business has intervened af- 
ter the words shoken and before exceptions to them shall have 
been-taken. 

XXVII. 


Any member may rise to explain a matter personal to him- 
self, with leave of the Chair; but shall not discuss a question 
in such explanation.

XXVIII. 
MOTIONS, ETC. 


No motion shall be debated until the same be seconded, and 
distinctly announced by the Speaker; and it shall be reduced 
to Beis hey required by the Speaker or any member, and be 
read by the Clerk, before the same shall be debated. A mo- 
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tion may be withdrawn at any time before amendment or de- 
cision. 
XXIX. 

A motion to adjourn, or fix the time to which the House will 
adjourn, shall always be in order. The Clerk shall enter on 
the Journal the name of any member moving an adjournment, 
and also the hour at which the motion was made. 


XXX. 


When a question, is under debate, or before the house, no 
motion shall be received but to adjourn; to lay on the table; 
for the previous question; to postpone to a day certain; to 
commit or amend; to postpone indefinitely ; which several mo- 
tions shall have precedence in the order in which they are 
named ; but the first three shall be decided without debate ; and 
no motion to postpone to a day certain, to commit, or to post- 
pone indefinitely, being decided, shall again be allowed on the 
same day and at the same stage of the proceedings. A motion 
to strike out the enacting clause of a bill or resolution shall 
have precedence of a motion to amend, and, if carried, shall be 
considered equivalent to its rejection. 

XXXI. 

The previous question shall be in this form: “Shall the 
main question be now put?” and its’ effect, when sustained by 
a majority of the members present, shall be to put an end to 
al] debate, and bring the Houso to a vote on the question or 
questions before it. 

XXXII. 

All incidental questions of order arising after a motion is 
made for the previous question, and pending such a motion or 
previous question, shall be decided (whether on appeal or oth- 
erwise) without debate.

The previous question shall only be,put when demanded by 
three members. . ;

When a question is indefinitely postponed, the same shall 
not be again introduced during the session.

Any member may call for a division of the question, which 
shall be divided if it comprehend propositions in substance so 
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\ 
distinct that one being taken away a substantive proposition 
shall remain for the decision of the House. A motion to strike 
out, being lost, shall preclude neither amendment nor a motion 
to strike out and insert. 


XXXVI. 


No motion or proposition on a subject different from that 
under consideration shall be admitted as an amendment. No 
bill or resolution shall at any time be amended by annexing 
thereto, or incorporating therein, any other bill or resolution ` 
pending before the House. No bills shall be printed unless or- 
dered by a direct vote of the House.

I object to the passage of the bill 
because it is wrong in principle, bad in practice, and establishes 
a dangerous precedent. object because it discriminates 
against the poor man in favor of the rich. I therefore recom-

Sir :—lI herewith respectfully return to your honorable body 
H. B. No. 5, an act entitled “An Act to vacate so much of 
Fourth street, in Boise City, as lies south of Grove street,” 
without my approval, and assign the following reasons therefor : 

first—Special legislation is an evil to be avoided in all pos- 
sible cases, and tends invariably to confusion in the public 
statutes, and embarrassment in the administration of public 
justice, and the more especially is this the case when such 
special legislation descends to subjects which could better be 
. left to the Courts and to subordinate jurisdictions, such as city 
and town councils, boards of commissioners, and kindred au- 
thorites. Certainly the opening, vacating, and control of the 
streets and alleys of a city or town, are subjects too special to 
engage the attention of a Legislative Assembly, and might 
properly be left to the authorities of the cities and towns where 
the jurisdiction obviously belongs, and where it may reasonably 
be assumed that a greater degree of knowledge exists in refer- 
ence to the rights of the corporation and of individuals than 
can possibly be possessed by an Assembly composed of mem- 
bers totally unfamiliar with the subject matter. Such subjects, 
in my humble judgment, are entirely under the control and 
within the jurisdiction of the municipal authorities of Boise 
City; and in case the act incorporating said city does not al- 
ready confer the necessary power upon the city council to regu- 
late all such purely local affairs, I would suggest an amend- - 
ment to said Act of Incorporation. There may be settled 
rights in the city, or in individuals, of which the Assembly 
have no knowledge, and which the local authorities can fully 
investigate. Of this particular case I know nothing, but can- 
not give my approval of legislation which I conceive to be un- 
necessary, unauthorized, and pernicious. 
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Second—The bill under consideration has attached to it a 
certificate as follows: “ Passed the Assembly on the 10th day 
of December, 1872,” and signed “S. S. Fenn, Speaker of the 
Assembly.” By reference to the Organic Act, it will be seen 
that “ The Legislative Ascembly shall! consist of a Council and 
House of Representatives,” and that therefore it requires the 
two Houses to constitute the Assembly,” and that therefore in 
the certificate and in the official signature, the words “ Honse 
of Representatives” should be used instead of the word “ As- 
sembly.”

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR.

To the Hon. Speaker of the House of Representatives :— 


Sm :—I have the honor to herewith return to your honor- 
able body H. B. No. 27, an act to define the boundaries of 
Idaho County, and for other purposes,” without my approval, 
and assigning my reasons therefor. 

e Bill under consideration is’ one of extraordinary impor- 
tance to the people of Nez Perce County, and should not be- 
“come a law contrary to their wishes. ‘The Bill, as I under- 
stand it, detaches from that county nearly -or quite two-thirds 
of her territory, and one-half her population and taxable pro 
erty. Were I satistied that such a proposition was-acceptable 
to a majority of the.legal voters of that county, I should have 
no hesitancy in approving the Bill; but, judging from the facts 
officially before me, I am in great doubt on that subject. At 
the election held in November last for Members of this Legis- 
lative Assembly, there were three members to be elected—one 
Councilman and two Representatives. The question of a di- 
vision of the county was directly in issue. e result of that 
election shows that two out of the three members elected, were 
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chosen in opposition to the measure by majorities of one hun- 
dred and forty-six and one hundred-and forty-seven, while but 
one member was chosen in favor of the measure, and he by 
but thirty-seven majority. These two members elected in op- 
position to the measure, are here claiming to represent their 
constituents, and ‘are opposed‘to:’ this Bill. Petitions ‘numer- 
ously signed have been presented on both sides of the question. 
All of which facts, to say the leastof them, shows that there 
is a great diversity of opinion in that county on the subject of 
the proposed division. I ara, therefore, clearly of the opinion 
that a question: of such vital importance to the people of a 
county should be submitted to a vote, before Legislative action. 
And I ami strengthened in this view.of the case from the fact 
that the Bill itself, in one of its sections, recognizes this great 
principle of popular government, by providing that the ques- 
tion of the location of the County Seat of Idaho County shall 
be determined by a vote of her people. And it is difiieult for 
me to procure any good reason for granting this privilege to 
one county while denying it to another. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

District Attorney that the prisoners will be held in custody 
until they can be delivered to the authorities herein the spring.

Str:—I have the honor to return to your honorable body 
H. B. No. 28, “ An Act to Disincorporate Boise City, in Ada 
County,” without my approval, and assign my reasons there- 
for :— 


Ffirst—t am clearly of the opinion that the Bill under con- 
sideration is in conflict with that provision of the Organic Act 
of the Territory which provides “'That the Legislative power 
of the Territory shall extend to all rightful subjects of legis- 
lation consistent with the Constitution of the United States 
and the provisions of this Act.” That the provisions of this 
Bill, which attempt to dissolve the corporation of Boise City, 
is a direct violation of the Constitution of the United States, 
and in conflict with all the numerous decisions and authorities 
of this country and of Great Britain, I think there can be no 
doubt. . The Constitution of ‘the United States provides that 
no State shall pass “any law impairing the obligation of con- 
tracts,” and all the authorities are uniform in declaring that 
under this clause of the Constitution, the Charter of a Corpo- 
ration, whether civil or elemosynary, is an executed contract 
between the State and the corporation, and that the Legislature 
cannot repeal it against the consent or without the default of 
the corporation judicially ascertained and declared. When the 
Legislative Assembly of Idaho Territory enacted the law in- 
corporating Boise City, and that act was accepted by the city, 


. in pursuance of its terms, it became an executed contract, un- 


f ~ ~ 
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der which vested rights have accrued, and which the Legislat- 
ive Assembly are precluded from interrupting without the con- 
sent of the city being first expressed through its’ constituted 
authorities. And this wise provision of the Federal Constitu- 
tion was' intended, and is, one of the great safeguards of the 
people, without which all corporations would be left to the 
mercy of the Legislature, and could mot exist. No corpora- 
tion, whether for municipal, railroad, or for any other! purpose, 
would accept a charter and attempt an organization under it, 
if it were left to the Legislature to dissolve or repeal it at 
pleasure. One learned author has wisely said “that corporate 
property and franchises, important as they are in amount and 
extent, and undefended by the same strong sympathies which 
guard individual rights, offer a more tempting and easier spoil 
to misguided power, whether it resides in the prince or the 
people.” And the greatest jurists of England have not hesi- 
tated to declare that such acts of parliament are against com- 
mon right and natural equity, and therefore void. In Angel 
and Amés on Corporations, an authority universally acknow- 
ledged to be of the highest standard, it is said: “ Itis a happy 
feature in the Constitution of our government, that the power 
of the Legislatures of the different States resembles in this 
particular the prerogative of the King of Great Britain, who 
may create but cannot dessolve a corporation, or without its 
consent, alter or amend its charter In this country, however, 
it is usual to insert in all municipal charters a provision that 
the Legislature may at any time make alterations and amend- 
ments which do not impair the franchise itself. And the same 
authority above quoted says, “public corporations may, and 
often do, have private rights and interests, and as to such 
rights and interests, they are to be regarded and dealt with in 
the same light as individuals, and grants of property and fran- 
chises, conpled with an interest, to public or political corpora- 
tions, are beyond Legislative control; equally with the property 
of private corporations.” Iam therefore fully satistied that 
the Legislature possesses no power to dissolve the Corporation 
of Boise City. 


. Second—l have very grave doubts as to the propriety of . 
il 


the proposition of the Bill under consideration. In fact I be- 
lieve the effect would be -pernicious_in the extreme, affecting 
unfavorab!v every interest of the citizens of said city, both at 
home and abroad, and would indirectly injure the people of 
the whole Territory. This city is the Capital of the Territory. 
Here is located property of the Territory and of the General 
Government. Already the National Government has ex- 


t 
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pended large sums of money in the erection of public build- 
ings within the city, and all of us hope that at no distant day 
there will be erected here buildings for a Capital, and for Ter- 
ritorial and Federal Offices. We are all seeking to secure to 
this plate railroad facilities, and to encourage hither emigra- 
tion and capital; and certainly an advertisement to the world 
that we had not sufficient publie spirit and pridé to maintain a 
city government to protect the public property; to secure the 
health, safety, comfort and convenience of our people, would 
not tend to facilitate or encourage any of these enterprises. 
It may be'said that the City authorities have been ineflicient 
and improvident, but does it follow that we need no city gov- 
ernment. I have yet’to learn that the true method of reform 
consists in the surrender to abuses complained of, añd a public 
acknowledgement of our incapacity for self-government. The 
same reason could, with equal propriety, be'used in favor of 
dissolving all corporate governments—County, Territorial and 
Nationai—for in all of these, doubtless, abuses exist. I prefer 
rather that system of reform which would rely on the people 
to correct abuses by the careful exercise of the power wisely 
placed in their hands. It may also be said that many of the 
citizens favor the act of Disincorporation. This may be true, 
but it is equally true that many of the citizens are opposed to 
it. But however this may be, it is certain that no legal expres- 
sion of consent has been made, such as alone should justify 
legislative interposition, in either law or equity. And it is a 
fact well known to all who have taken the pains to inform 
themselves on the subject, that the constitutional authorities of 
the city—the Mayor and Common Council—are opposed to the 
proposition contained in the Bill.

Mr. Speaxer: ~The pases ae a member of the Boise 
Delegation in this House, would most earnestly yet respectfully 
protest against the action of this House this day, in refusing to 
take from the table two Substitutes presented and recom- 
mended by the Boise Delegation for H. B. No. 29, “An Act 
to permanently locate the County Seat of Boise County,” for 
reasons herein set forth :— 

At an early period in this session, a petition was received by 
the House, praying for the passage of an act by this Legisla- 
tive Assembly which would permanently locate the said County 
Scat at Placerville. Said petition was signed by -463 of the

citizens and legal voterg of said county, including the Hon. A. 
Dean, a member of this House, representing a majority of the 
legal voters in said county at the time of the circulation of 
said petition, From the fact that no remonstranee has been 
made against the removal, it is fair to assume that the persons 
objecting to the removal of said County Seat were not suflici- 
ently numerous to make a respectable remonstrance. 

In pursuance to this petition, a Bill was presented to this 
House providing for the permanent location of said County 
Seat at, Placerville, incorporating a provision that snitable pub- 
lic buildings should be erected in Placerville without expense 
to the county. l 

-By an order of the House the Bill was referred, at the re- 
quest of its opponents, to the Committee on Counties and 
County Boundaries The Committee reported back a Substi- 
tute, which embodied all the important features of the original 
Bill, and recommended that it be referred to the Boise County ` 
delegation, with instructions to amend by inserting a section 
providing for the submission of the question to a vote of the 
Peeps of Boise County. 

he Bill was then referred to the Boise Delegation, with in- 
structions, and in conformity with the instructions of the 
House, a Substitute was drawn up, which embodied all the 
leading features of the original Bill, and incorporated a section 
calling a special election, and providing for the manner of 
holding an election in Boise County, and submitting to the le- 
al voters of Boise County the question of location. This 
ubstitute was recommended by four of the Boise County 
delegation. 

Another Substitute was presented by four members of the 
delegation, which also provided for the submission of the ques- 
tion of location to the legal voters of Boise County, and re- 
commending its passage. This Substitute was signed by 
Messrs. Crafts, Davis, Dean and Biddy. By a vote of the 
House, both Substitutes, with the whole subject matter, were 
laid on the table, Messrs. Crafts, Davis and Dean voting dye. 

To-day a motion was made to take from the table and con- 
sider both Substitutes for H. B. No. 29—the County Seat 
Bill. This motion was voted down, Messrs. Crafts, Davis and 
Dean voting No. 3 

Finding every other resource has been exhausted, and that, 
the Honse finally and ‘peremptorily refused to consider a mea- 
sure of such vital importance to the people of Boise County, a 
measure which is demanded by the people of Boise County,
